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County budget given final approval 


MORE than £310million of spending, 
£57million of capital investment and a coun¬ 
cil tax freeze for a sixth straight year have 
been approved by Somerset County Council. 

Last week’s full council meeting saw mem¬ 
bers vote on the 2015/16 Medium Term Fi¬ 
nancial Plan, which includes the revenue 
budget and the Capital Investment Pro¬ 
gramme. 

Councillors voted 31 to 17 in support of the 
proposals and also unanimously backed plans 
to pursue a campaign for Fairer Funding For 
Somerset. 

The revenue budget, which sets out £16mil- 
lion of savings, also includes spending of 


£86million on frontline services for adults 
and £40million for children, while the Capital 
Investment Programme outlines £57million 
to improve schools, roads and other infra¬ 
structure. 

Councillor John Osman, leader of Somerset 
County Council, said: “Despite the difficult 
economic climate which has seen our budget 
from government reduced by £20million this 
year alone, I’m pleased we have still been 
able to freeze council tax and spend millions 
on key areas such as looking after vulnerable 
adults and children, fuelling the local econ¬ 
omy, and investing in our highways and 
schools. 


“We have also had to make some very diffi¬ 
cult decisions to reflect the fall in government 
funding. There is no doubt that we would 
rather not be making some of these savings, 
and if the government hadn’t reduced our 
funding by so much then we wouldn’t have 
to. 

“As we move forward, I intend to ramp up 
our Fairer Funding For Somerset campaign, 
and call for neighbouring authorities and 
other parties to support us in our goal, what¬ 
ever government is in power in May.”

A “can-do” team from Stogursey has been the 
first to use the toolkit to set up a car sharing 


scheme, with support from Somerset County 
Council. 

Councillor Harvey Siggs, Cabinet member for 
Highways and Transport at Somerset County 
Council, said: “It is fantastic to see how these com¬ 
munity car schemes have been growing in popu¬ 
larity over the last few years. 

“Not only do they take immense drive and en¬ 
thusiasm, but it is clear there is a real demand for 
them, with around 25 currently operating across 
the county. 

“This toolkit is a simple yet effective form of 
support for anyone wanting to establish a car 
scheme in their community.”

FEBRUARY 23rd marked the 110th anniversary 
of Rotary International. 

On this day in 1905, Rotary founder Paul Har¬ 
ris formed one of the world's first service or¬ 
ganisations, the Rotary Club of Chicago, as a 
place where professionals with diverse back¬ 
grounds could exchange ideas and form mean¬ 
ingful, lifelong friendships. Since then. Rotary 
has continued its commitment to service by 
providing clean water, improving maternal 
health, awarding scholarships, fighting dis¬ 
eases, and improving lives around the world. 

This year, also marks the 30th anniversary of 


the Polio Plus programme. Since the fight to 
end polio began, two billion children have 
been immunised, 10 million children have 
been saved from lifelong paralysis and 125 
countries have been declared polio-free. 

Rotary clubs across the world were last week 
encouraged to share with others how they are 
"this close" to ending polio for good and Ro¬ 
tary's 110 years of "Service Above Self".

PUPILDfrom Greenfylde First School 
in llminster recently celebrated a spe¬ 
cial day in Poland, Pqczki Day, also 
known as "Fat Thursday", in honour of 
their Polish peers. The mothers of the 
Polish children who attend the school 
made a variety of traditional donuts 
for the students to try. This allowed 
the English pupils to learn more about 
different cultures and appreciate how 
tradition is important in lots of coun¬ 
tries, as well as making parallels to the 
traditions and customs that they cel¬ 
ebrate each year. 

Every year, 100 million donuts are 


eaten on this day in Poland. It is tradi¬ 
tionally celebrated in the last week of 
carnival, before Lent, similar to the 
English tradition on Pancake Day on 
Shrove Tuesday. 

Pqczki are deep-fried pieces of dough 
shaped into flattened spheres and 
filled with confiture or other sweet fill¬ 
ing such as jam, marmalade or choco¬ 
late. Filling is added manually when 
donuts are raw or injected after they 
are fried. Pqczki are usually covered 
with powdered sugar, icing or bits of 
dried orange zest.This tradition dates 
back to the 17th century.

MEP and agricultural author spark 
discussion for climate action group 


GREEN Party MEP Molly Scott Cato and agri¬ 
cultural journalists and author Graham Harvey 
were the speakers at a meeting organised by 
South Somerset Climate Action in llminster. 

The meeting was held at Swanmead Commu¬ 
nity School and was attended by an audience of 
59. 

Molly Scott Cato is the first Green MEP for 
South West England. For the past 15 years she 
has spoken for the Green Party on economics 
and finance with her specialist interests includ¬ 
ing land ownership and food production, renew¬ 
able energy, co-operatives and self-managed 
firms, and issues concerned with peace and op¬ 
posing nuclear weapons and nuclear power. She 
is a member of the European Parliament’s Agri¬ 
culture Committee. 

Molly gave an incisive critique of the Com¬ 
mon Agricultural Policy, introducing her party’s 
document “Capping the CAP”. She explained 
how she believed the existing system to be 
skewed heavily in favour of large farms, 
wealthy landowners and intensive, unsustain¬ 
able agriculture. 

The Green Party’s alternative strategic objec¬ 
tives are to protect the environment, encourage 
organic methods and support small family 
farms, with a key recommendation to cap the 
maximum payment that any given farm can re¬ 
ceive. 

The second speaker, Graham Harvey, is prob¬ 
ably best known as agricultural story advisor 
and scriptwriter for the BBC Radio 4 serial 
“The Archers”, as well as writing “The Carbon 
Fields” and “We Want Real Food”. 


In his talk, Graham drew extensively from his 
knowledge, both contemporary and historical, 
and wide-ranging experience of agricultural 
systems. His arguments for organic farming are 
now widely known and include improved live¬ 
stock health and welfare, reduced fossil fuel in¬ 
puts in the form of artificial fertilisers and 
pesticides, improved food quality, reduced soil 
degradation and run-off. 

On this occasion, he focussed strongly on the 
human health issues, with a wealth of data on 
the harmful consequences of intensive grain, 
dairy and meat production. 

After a short refreshment break, the meeting 
continued with a question and answer session 
chaired by the Reverend Nigel Done, vicar of 
the Minster Church. 

One topic considered was small-plant bio¬ 
methane production from human and agricul¬ 
tural waste as a source of sustainable energy. 

The products of industrial agriculture was 
compared with food produced by organic meth¬ 
ods, with those attending suggesting that food 
education starting as early as possible might be 
an answer. 

Bringing the meeting to a close, the Reverend 
Done thanked Graham Harvey for his thought- 
provoking talk and Joe Burlington for organis¬ 
ing the event. Molly was also thanked earlier in 
the meeting before leaving for a lunchtime 
event. 

Mr Burlington, who had recently fractured his 
left arm, also thanked those who had helped him 
in hosting the event.

Have you filed your 2014Tax Return? 

The deadline for submitting your Self Assessment 
tax return for 2013-14 has passed.The online filing 
date, after which penalties apply, was midnight, 
31 January 2015. 

Penalties for individuals: 

If you failed to make the filing deadline a range 
of penalties becomes payable, or potentially 
payable, how much will depend on how quickly 
you bring your affairs up-to-date. 

Penalties are progressive: they apply from 1 day 
(£100), 3 months (£10 per day - £900), 6 months 
(a further £300 or 5% of the outstanding tax if 
greater) and 12 months (a further £300 or a fur¬ 
ther 5% of the outstanding tax if greater) after 31 
January 2015 for the 2014 return. In serious cases 
you may be asked to pay 100% of the tax due in¬ 
stead. 

The above penalties are in addition to any penal¬ 
ties and interest for paying tax late. 

Penalties for partners: 

There is a nasty sting in the tail for partners who 
fail to submit their partnership Self Assessment re¬ 
turn on time. Even though a partnership tax re¬ 
turn is one document each partner will be 
charged a penalty for late filing. If a partner is also 
late in filing their own tax return then separate 
penalties will apply.

STUDENTS from Maiden Beech Academy in Crewk- 
erne recently enjoyed an exchange trip to India. 

The Year 8 pupils visited Tumkar, near Bangalore, 
in the south of the country with headteacher Steve 
Smith and other staff members for 10 days. 

The trip was part of an exchange programme with 
TVS School in India, which has been running for 
about four years. Historically, only staff have taken 
part in the exchange trips sponsored by the British 
Council Connecting Classrooms initiative to share 
teaching ideas and projects. 

These projects have focussed upon the environ¬ 
ment, recycling and colonialism to name a few. How¬ 
ever, there was a mutual desire between the school 
to offer the rare exchange opportunity to students 
as well as staff for the first time this year.

10 students from TVS School in October. 

Mr Smith added: "We shall show them the same 
hospitality shown to us during our ten days.
